VETCHER was contacted on April 22, 1965 at his rasidence 
in West Palm Beach, Pliorida. He displayed a letter he received 
several weeks pricr to that time postmarked in Miami, Florida. 

The outside envelope bore no return address. A seeond envelope 
inside of that, which was wrapped in orange paper, had crossed 
cut the return address of the Peace Foundation, Hollywood, Florida, 
This envelope contained the Gctobker 1, 1964 issue of “On Target"; 
@ pamphiet from the "Committee to Free The Korean Wor Prisoners’ 
Independence, Missouri; 2 pamphlet from “Amerieans For Freedom", 
Santa Barbara, California; a “Special Bulletin" not signed but 
dated February 20, 1965, which was an appeal for donations for a 
new press and netisprint for "On Target” and money te help with 
the iegal defense of “members” who had been arrested; a window 
sticker saying “I am 2 Card Carrying American", and a number 

of snail stickers "U.S. forever « U.N. never$"
